I am ven ly Je 
perſivaded, that whe the late king was Fl 
proclaimed Tyrant in Paris, vpon 1 pretence 
that hee was excommnicate by the Pope, and 
therefore to be expelled his kyngdome,the citie 
affoorded two for one, that were of a con- 
trarie beleefe,and would gladly haue ſecne 
him raigne peaceably i in the Louver, anda 
douſen of thoſe rebellious malcontents + 
hangd at the * Greze. But they floode ſta- The place 
ring one vpon another : they wanted cou- of cxecuti- 
rave, they wanted not ſtrength . So haue = within 
three theeues many times by ſurpriſal robd _ 
balfea ſcore Merchants. They thatkcepe 
the beaten roade, and continuein their na« : 


tural obedicnce,take their re{tin the woe,

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and follow their buſines in the day : wher- 
a5 contrariwiſe,ſuch aslabour to exchange 
their 01d maiſter for a new,ſuchras ſtudy to 
ouecrturne the State, they haue their aflem- 
blies by night , holde their ſecrete parlies, 
encreaſe their ſtrength daily : they have 
no buſinefle elſe to entend,(for they jiuein 
the meane time vpon their ſecret penſions) . 
ſo that in the end, they ſuddenly ſurprize 
the contraric ſide. He that firſt laicth hand 
on his weapon, hath the aduantage. 

This then being ſo,that the /e/wirs, firm- 
ly vphold theſe dangerous Poſitions, and 
ſcatter the throughout the worlde (as hath 
|beene ſhewen) I aflure your Maieſtie, the 
danger of ſuffering this doctrine to take 
roote, ſcemcs to mee (I mult confeſle) to 
ouer-ballance all thoſe conſiderations, that 
may bealledged to the cotrarie, For as for 
ouerthrowing the New opinions tn Religion, 
we may fay,and ſay truly,that as during the 
firlt fiftie yeeres, the opinions of Luther & 
Cal:ne were ſtoutly propoſed, preached, 
and publiſhed, ſo far theſe fiue, & twenty, 
_ or thirtie yeeres, they haue beene notably 
confuted, both by word, & writings, ſuch 
as for depth of learning, haneby infinite 
degrees exceeded all , that cuer -_ - 
ns ort 
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foorth by men of former times. And our 
ſclues can teſtifie,that the beſt, & moſt fufe 
ficient amongſt them , are daily reclaimed 
into the boſome of the Church: A matter 
that (in my opinion) ſhould workin vs all, 
exceeding comfort,and contentment. For 
theſe blefled copuerſions are nor forced 
with the Racke, with tortures, or with ters 
ror of death : as is the manner of the Spas 
m/h Inquiition,(vnto which,and to the for- 
ces of Caftile, the Teſuits wholy attribute 
the preſeruation of the Catholick religion, 


as hath beene formerly declared :) but by 


the ſword of the ſpirit, and the cuerlaſting 


word, mildly delivered by our DoQtors, 
Paſtors, and reuerent Biſhops, whom I e- 
ſtceme no whit infertour, for learning , to 
the 7eſzrts, although they ſometimes bor- 
rowe their arguments, which are intruth 
very ſound and ſubſtantiall. | 
And albeit the /e/z:ts haue ſometimes 
furthered ſuch conuerſions, yet this I will 
ſay, that they are not (in myiudgement) ſo 
fortunate heercin, as are the Biſhops, and

cure of our French Nation, asit diſaffeth 
men at the firſt encounter.

Frenchmen : They haue in fo furious ma- 
ner thundred out ſuch intolerable blaſphe- 
mies againſt the deceafed King,as the hor- 
ror therof dooth to this day retaine an im- 
preſſion in mens minds. Frenchmen have 
2 certaine inclination by nature, .to louc 
theyr Prince: and that caufeth their harts 
ſuddenly to riſe, and (tart within their 
breaſts, when they heare ſuch outragious 
ſpeeches vetered againſt cheir kings, I once 
ſent them word, (for I once loued them 
well, if not too wel) by a cloſe copartner of 
theirs, with whom I had talke about cheyr 
doinss : that I was ſoric to ſee them ſo fu- 
rouſly enraged againſt a dead man , and 
that the ſeruices, which this vnfortunatc 
Prince had performed to the Church in
